15,000 Gandhi supporters arrested

Incidents of arson *ere re- 
ported in a number of places 
including Bombay and Banga- 
lore where buses and railway 
cars were destroyed by protes- 
tors. A Bombay policeman was 
doused with gasoline and set 
ablaze, but a hospital said later 
he was out of danger. 

Reports from state capitals 
said at least 15,000 persons 
have been arrested since Mrs. 


Gandhi was taken to Delhi’s 
Tibar jail late Tuesday, UNI 
said.

Housing parley told 

Training abroad may not be answer 


By Mary Jo McConafaay 
DHAHRAN, Dec. 20 — 
Developing countries like Sau- 
di Arabia should do more trai- 
ning of housing and construc- 
tion professionals at home, 
one expect told the internatio- 
nal conference on Housing 
Problems in Developing Coun- 
tries here Wednesday. 

Training abroad is undesira- 
ble when the engineer or ar- 
chitect becomes used to tech- 
niques that axe costly, unsuit- 
able or unavailable at home 
and when he loses touch with 
local conditions, he told the 
audience of housing specialists 
at the University of Petroleum 
a ad Minerals. 

In a keynote speech on the 
third day of the conference 
and later in an interview with 
“Arab News”, Prof. Fred Moa- 
venzadeh, director of the Tech- 
nical Adaptation Institute at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology also said that 
MIT’s experience and other 
reports indicated that the pre- 
sent practice of extended stu- 
dy abroad “don not answer 
the needs” of students from 
developing countries. 

Because educated technicians 
are in short supply at home, 
these students may return and 
quickly find themselves in po- 
sitions of major responsibility 
far government programs. 


Their training fails to take this 
into account 

Students from Saudi Arabia 
and elsewhere doing graduate 
work in the United States may 
find themselves competing for 
research topics or taking the 
same courses as students who 
cannot expect positions nearly 
so elevated or responsibility so 
great, he said. 

Tn an afternoon session, 
delegates heard an American 
sociologist suggest that com- 
pound living, so prevalent in 
Saudi Arabia and other de- 
veloping countries with large 
expatriate workforces, may ac- 
tually be detrimental to natio- 
nal goals. 

Dr. John Parsinnen, a. Mid- 
dle Eastern specialist who now 
teaches at UPM, suggested that 
the compounds, which are of- 
ten self-supporting in facilities 
and invariably Western in de- 
sign have actually become mo- 
dels for local populations. 

More Saudis are moving in- 
to these compounds or build- 
ing their own with private 
funds— a possible trend toward 
a dass-conscious and segreg- 
ated environment, he said.

Compromise in Cleveland 


may head off labor crisis

CLEVELAND. Ohio, Dec. 
20 00 — 'Cleveland’s belea- 
guered Mayor. Dainis Kuci- 
mch has made a compromise 
move which could head off 
threatened strikes and avert a 
mass layoff of city police and 
firemen. 

His proposal late Tuesday 
opened the way for the feud- 
ing mayor and the powerful 
city council to reach a com- 
promise on selling the money- 
losing municipal light plant as 
part of a plan to save Cleve- 
land from bankruptcy. 

The mayor said he was pre- 
pared to let the 625,000 resi- 
dents .of Cleveland decide the 
future of the plant in a refe- 
rendum. 

He said he would ask the 
voters to decide if the plant 
should be sold to private in- 


terests, as the council wished, 
providing the council puts his 
proposal for a 50 per cent rise 
in city income taxes on the 
same ballot. 


Mayor Kucirtich on Monday 
announced that he was laying 
off 2,000 police, firemen and 
other city workers from Jan. 
2 as the only way to keep 
Cleveland from going broke 
since the council had rejected 
his tax-raising proposal. 


But this brought a hostile 
reaction from trade unions, 
which threatened to strike and 
bring chaos to Ohio’s largest 
cky if they could not block 
the layoffs by legal action. 

Only last Friday, the mayor 
had refused to entertain the 
compromise deal over the 
plant in last-minute negotia- 
tions to try to rescue the city 
from defaulting on the re- 
payment of SI 5.5 million 
loans

Soviets below target

MOSCOW — 
Soviet economic strategists 
are setting stepped-up growth 
targets for 1979 in an effort 
to offset the economy's lack- 
luster performance during the 
first three years of the current 
five-year plan. 

However, Western analysts 
say that barring any sudden, 
zD&ssrvn boost in labor pro- 
ductivity, there appears little 
change that the country's cen- 
tralized economy will even 
come dose to achieving over- 
all goals originally mapped 
out for the 1976-80 period. 

Along with lagging producti- 
vity, the Soviet economy * 
faced with a variety of other 
major problems as it heads 
into 1979, including: 

— Chronic shortages of ade- 
quate-quality consumer goods. 

A costly aod growing 

backlog of unfinished cons* 

traction. . . 

— Escalating costs to exploit 

vast reserves of coal, gas and 
other natural resources in S»- 
i&za. 

• — A potentially severe, maf • . . 
power squeeze looming in the . 
1980s. 


— The nagging issues of 
wage egalitarianism w. bigger 
.pay differential* to provide in- 
centive for Soviet president 
Leonid Brezhnev in a major 
economic speech he delivered 
late last month at a plenary 
session of the Soviet Commu- 
nist Party’s Central Commit- 
.tee. 

Several Western analysts 
said they * found Brezhnev’s 
language in the speech unus- 
ually blunt and frank- 

On the consumer front, 
Brezhnev declared: “Minis- 

ters, party and local govern- 
ment executives and economic 
managers, workers of the plan- 
ning bodies must exert all ef- 
forts to speed up the develop- 
ment of industries producing 
consumer goods" 

In 1977, actual growth in 
Soviet national income was 
only 3.5 per cent— the Soviet 
economy’s worst performance 
since World War fi. 

Even if the economy ma- 
nages to achieve the boosted 
plan targets for 1979, still it 
may prove virtually impossi- 
ble for the Kremlin to rea- 
lize the ambitious economic 
growth goals which were set 
for the current five-year plan.

In a major address earlier this year. Senator James

While Israel has long been the darling of American poli- 
cymakers and legislators, thanks to the efforts of a poli- 
tically active Jewish constituency in the United States, an 
Array of new factors — including ofl, growing Arab finan- 
cial power, the Saudi-U.S. friendship and the PR successes 
of Anwar Sadat— has led to the steady erosion of Israel’s 
privileged status in the United States over the past few 
years. This erosion, of course, is only partial, and few 
people believe it could ever lead to an American aban- 
donment of Israel. Consequently Israel’s declining fortunes 
ia Washington have mack it possible for U.S. decision- 
makers to pursue — if they choose — a reasonably balanced 
Middle East policy. 

In recent days we have seen indications that official 
Washington is gradually becoming aware of its newfound 
independence. The administration and Congress are start- 
ing to flex their muscles vis-a-vis Israel and the once 
powerful Zionist lobby. President Carter has openly sided 
with President Sadat in the Egyptian-Israeli treaty contro- 
versy. He has made it dear, through deliberate White 
House leaks, that he was greatly angered by Meuahem 
Bogin’s rejection of the latest peace compromise. And 
the president has taken the unprecedented step of refusing 
to meet with American Jewish leaders on the Middle East 
Stalemate. Meanwhile, Senate Majority Leader Robert Byrd 
has pubtidy attacked Israel’s settlements policy in the 
.West Bank — warning that Congress may vote to cut aid 
to Israel if the Jewish state continues to expand its pre- 
sence in the occupied territories. Washington sources have 
said Mr. Byrd’s remarks reflect a growing impatience with 
Israel’s intransigence among many senators and cong- 
ressmen — as well as increasing sentiment in favor of Pales- 
tinian self-determination. 

Sensing danger, the pro-Israeli lobby in the United 
States has gone on the offensive, launching a campaign to 
promote the Israeli position in Congress and within the 
Carter administration. One of the tactics the lobby is re- 
portedly using— albeit with great finesse — is the threat of 
undermining President Carter’s 1980 re-election bid by 
rallying Jewish support and campaign funds behind " Mr. 
Carter’s potential Democratic rival,. Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy. Whether President Carter will buckle under such 
pressure remains to be seen. In fact, it is still not known 
whether the president will seek a second term. But it is 
‘beyond question that the Israeli lobby has joined battle 
with the Carter administration once again — as it did dur- 
ing the F-25 debate— and it is likely that this confronta- 
tion will be more intense and decisive than the previous 
one.

America’s unnerving inflation

In American public life, no- 
thing is ever as simple as it 
seems, so that the apparent 
national unanimity against 
-inflation bears -a second look. 
Is everybody really that much, 
against it or are some people 
just going through the mo- 
tions because toe mass media 
and the society’s prestige 
figures spend so much energy 
inveighing against it? 


After months of false starts, 
once the American president 
indicated he might be serious 
about cutting the growth 
rates in the money, that be 
might really be flirting with 
an end to inflation, there was 
a decided grumpiness in cer- 
tain quarters. In other mo- 
ments in American history, 
public figures have been av- 
owed and sincere Inflationists. 
Herbert; Hoover was, to name 
one, while this isn't the year 
to advocate inflation, some 
people like George Meany do 
combine a pro forma opposi- 
tion to rising price levels with 
a refusal to back the govern- 
ment policies most likely to 
flatten the grow to curves. 


Even toe electorate is more 
ambiguous on the subject than 
people are led to believe. 
Those social tea leaf readers, 
the public opinion pollsters, 
say that “inflation is the num- 
ber one issue in the country,” 
but it may also be a very te- 
pid number one. If people 
were truly and deeply con- 
cerned, would two thirds of 
the nation’s voters have stay- 
ed away from the polling pla- 
ces last Election Day? No, 
while people are doubtless 
worried, many millions of 
Americans obviously aren’t woe 
ried enough to take even the 


minima l, step of stumbling 
around the corner to pull a 
lever in a polling place. 

The US- monochromatic 
mass media chants that infla- 
tion hurts all Americans, but 
a lot of people know darn 
well it hurts some more than 
others. Inflation hurts creditors 
and helps debtors. The gene- 
ral knowledge of this self-evi- 
dent fact explains much of the 
force behind the continuing 
real estate boom. You don’t 
have to be a double-dome mas- 
ter of business administration 
with a Coke-bottle eye glass 
to know that one of toe good 
things in life is to borrow 100- 
cem dollars on a house mort- 
gage and pay the loan, back 
with 33-cem dollars. The nice 
people in Washington Who 
print ail money have gi- 
ven you two-thirds of your 
house and garden for free. 

The tens of millions who own 
real estate in toe expectation 
that inflation will be kind to 
them are theoretically counter- 
balanced by other millions, es- 
pecially older people who live 
on fixed incomes. But, wnies 
Christopher Jenks, professor 
of sociology at Harvard, “So- 
cial Security is now adjusted 
almost every year to keep 
pace with inflation. Even 
though private pensions have 
mot done equally well, the per- 
capita income of individuals 
65 and over rose 76 per cent 
between 1970 and 1976 while 
the per- capita income of in- 
dividuals aged 14 to 64 rose 
only 51 per cent. Since the 
Consumer Price Index went 
up 47 per cent during these 
years, individuals 14 to 64 en- 
ded. up with about the same 
purchasing power in 1976 as 
in 1970, while individuals 65 
and over increased their pur- 
chasing power by a fifth.

TAIPEI — 
Government and private 
leadens in Taiwan befieve 
America’s switch of recogni- 
tion to Mainland China, will 
have little lasting effect on 
their country. They are confi- 
ded the Republic of China 
wiU remain secure and pros- 
perous. one of toe fastest 
growing, richest nations in 
Asia.

a “betrayal.”

Signs have sprung op around ■ 
the base of the great pyramid 
warning wodki-be climbers *n 
Eagiish and Arabic that it is 
forbidden to scale the 137* 
meter-high tomb of the Pha- 
raoh. 

Uniformed police and piarn- 
dothes officers with walkie- 
talkies patrol the pyramid 
around the dock to nab 
would-be climbers. But still 
they come, and some still slip 


through despite the beefed- op 
patrol. 

“We get three or four re- 
quests a day to dimb the py- 
ramid,” said Maj. Muhammad 
Sharabi of the Tourist Police. 
“But it is too dangerous and 
we strictly forbid it" 

In the last year, police es- 
timated they .have dragged 70 
to 80 clambers off the ochre- 
colored stones and arrested 
them. Violators, indudiag die 
guides, face fines of $1 50 and 
4wo months in jaiL 
CBmbing the pyramid has 
been Illegal since 1951, but the 
•law was rarely enforced until 
1973. 

Police say that since tou- 
rists came back to Egypt is

Old opponent seen as Shah’s pick

TEHRAN, Dec. 20 (AP) — 
Dr. Gholam Hussein Sadiqi, a 
veteran 7 3 -year- old politician 
and university lecturer, has 
emerged as frontrunner in a 
bid by the Shah to find a 
prune minister to head a new 
civilian government, inform- 
ed sources reported Wednes- 
day. 

The sources said Sadiqi has 
accepted an offer of the pre- 
miership after the Shah agreed 
to a number of poftfcal con- 


ditions set by the former cabi- 
net minister, who now is a 
sociology and philosophy pro- 
fessor at Tehran University. 

The sources declined to spe- 
cify what these conditions are. 
But they said the 59-yeax-old 
monarch, fighting for his 
throne amid widespread oppo- 
sition to his one-man nrie, has 
given Sadiqi two weeks to pat- 
ch together a civilian govern- 
ment.

Aba Al-Khail arrives in Dacca 


DACCA, Dec. 19 (R) — Saudi Arabia’s finance and 
National Economy Minister, Sheikh Muhammad Aba Al- 
Khail, arrived in Dacca Wednesday at the head of an eco- 
nomic delegation for a three-day visit to Bangladesh. 

The uve-member delegation will start talks with 
Bangladesh officials Thursday. 

Though neither side has disclosed what will be discus- 
sed it is believed they will sign an economic cooperation 
agreement under which Saudi Arabia will give financial aid 
to Bangladesh. 

The Kingdom has given aid worth S350 million to 
Bangladesh which has the world's largest Muslim population 
after Indonesia.
